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Bishop Maher reviews 10 years, looks to future 


~ Named a bishop just prior to Vatican II, he talks of changes in Church

BISHOP LEO T. MAHER, in a special interview 


| reflecting on his 10 years as bishop, evidently finds 
{ the Church today well prepared to meet the 


challenges of a changed world. 


Priests, the aged, youth, education, women — 
every aspect of the people of God — is an active 
part of his apostolate. I first asked him how he 
would synthesize his 10 years as bishop. He said: 


‘I was called to the episcopacy at a time when the 
floodlight of pastoral vision was needed — a vision 
which had to be devoid of all makeup. It had to be 
the bearer of the true charity of Christ. 


“I FEEL I HAVE been part of a council (Vatican 
II) which has dislodged us from the torpor of 
everyday life and awakened in us the full con- 
sciousness of our vocation and mission.” 


In his grace... 


Following are questions and answers of the 
remainder of the interview: 


What changes in the past 10 years do you regard 
as the most important? 


The most important change in the Church has 
been the stressing of the scriptures; both the ex- 
planation in the homily and the encouragement. of 
the people to read the scriptures. This has been 
very helpful in developing their faith in great depth. 


Do you think the change in the liturgy of the Mass 
has been significantly helpful? 


I think it has helped people to understand and 
fulfill their obligation for worship and participate 
more fully. It has also brought more unity with the 
stress on community worship. It had always been 
part of Church teaching, but for some centuries it 
had been forgotten.

You were a bishop in time for all the sessions 
of Vatican Council II? 


_ Yes, I was appointed by Pope John XXIII, which 
should give me some of the spirit of John XXIII, 
and I hope that I have carried on his vigor and in- 
spiration in the various assignments I have held. He 
has been an inspiration in my episcopacy. 


One thing which stems from the changes brought 
about by Vatican II has been the greater partici- 
pation of lay people and their responsibility 
through parish councils. How do you think they 
are shaping up? 


Certainly the great interest they have in the 
various apostolates has developed. There’s room 
for greater participation and greater helpfulness in 
all areas, but they have contributed much in the 
particular apostolate of teaching, especially in the 
schools of religion and discussion groups. 


Is there any aspect of lay participation where 
you would like to see more emphasis? 


I think in every phase of parish life there is need 
for greater participation. But whatever program 
you have there is always the question how you keep 
the tremendous stress and concentration in the 
program because you have so many obligations at 
home. 


IT would like especially to see them involved in 
social action programs on a parochial level. We 
could start, I think, with the aged, which would bea 
very fine program. Every parish should have an 
active program for the aged. We have so many 
parish halls which could be used during the week. 


There is another area of change and that is with 
regard to priests and their own “independence” 
now they have a greater say in their appoint- 
ments. Have you any observations on the priest’s 
apostolate? 


Where priests have an opportunity to discuss 
their appointments they feel they can have some 
input and there is a greater joy and happiness. They 
are not so frustrated. I think there is also now a

Pope Paul appeals for 
lron Curtain Churches 


VATICAN CITY — Pope Paul pledged solidarity 
with ‘‘restricted and oppressed Churches’’ behind 
the Iron Curtain as he called for an end to ‘‘war, 
hatred and bloodshed’’ in his Easter message. 


Speaking to more than 120,000 pilgrims who filled 
St. Peter’s Square following Mass, the Pope said. 


“Will our greeting of peace reach our Churches of 
silence on this feast of the risen Christ? 


“IN MANY VAST regions of the earth there still 
exist, or rather there still languish, those humble 
undaunted communities or individuals who are 
denied legitimate expression of their religious and 


church life. 


“Let these individual souls know, let these 
restricted and oppressed Churches know — if ever 
the echo of our words this Easter reaches them — 
that they are not forgotten. They are assured of our 
solidarity in faith and love.”

looks for influx of young singles

ST. PATRICK’S, a 50-year- 
old. parish which offers 
monthly Latin Mass for the 
elderly, is looking forward to 
ministering to an influx of 
“‘singles.’’. 

“We have always been a 
diversifed parish in. North 
Park, combining the elderly, 
growing families with 
children and youths,” says 
Father Vincent McGarvey, 
OSA, its pastor. 


“But now with apartments 
going up in our area we are 
getting an _ increasing 
number of singles and we 
must find new and stronger 
programs to reach them.” 


THE PRIEST, an 
Augustinian, says the Latin 
Mass is not drawing as 
large a congregation as 
formerly and the singing of 
Latin hymns is not as loud. 
But he will continue to offer 
such Masses for 
parishioners. 


He notes that St. Patrick’s 
parish is one of the city’s 
more heavily. populated 
senior citizens area. 


Home visitations are a big 
part of his ministry and that 
of his associates, Fathers 
Peter Marron and Dennis 
Ebel, both Augustinians. 


MEANWHILE, he says, 
folk Masses will be continued 
and other parish apostolates 
geared to younger people 
will be strengthened. 


St. Patrick’s marks its 50th 
anniversary Sunday, April 
16, when a 12:20 p.m. Mass of 
Thanksgiving will be con- 
celebrated by Bishop Maher 
in the church. He will be 
assisted by present and 
former priests of the parish. 


Father John F. Burns, 
OSA,. twice pastor of St. 
Patrick’s — 1943-50 and 1956- 
58 — will recall parish 
highlights in a_ homily. 
Another former pastor at the 
Mass will be Father John S. 
Daley, OSA, 1926-41, who was 
ordained 61 years ago. 


ST. PATRICK’S' was 
started by Father Gregory 
Ashe who in December, 1921, 
erected a small frame 
structure near the present 
church at 3585 30th St. He 
offered the first Sunday 
Mass Feb. 5, 1922. 


Illness forced him to leave 
after two years and the 
parish was entrusted to the 
care of the Augustinian 
Fathers on Dec. 28, 1924. 
They have been in charge 
ever since. 

The Augustinians already 
were active in St. Patrick’s 
parish since in 1923 they 
moved their St. Augustine’s 
high school to the area from 
St. Vincent de Paul’s parish, 
Mission Hills. 


FATHER Alfred 
Valiquette, OSA, prior of St. 
Augustine’s high school, 
became temporary pastor of 
St. Patrick’s until Father 
Thomas A. Healey, OSA, 
came Jan. 4, 1925. 


The present St. Patrick’s 
church was built when 
Father Daley was pastor. It 
opened Easter Sunday, 
March 31, 1929, and was 


dedicated Sept. 8, 1929, by 
Bishop John J. Cantwell of 
Los Angeles and San Diego. 


The new structure went up 
near the small frame church 
which was first turned into a 
parish hall and in 1944 
became the first classroom 
for St. Patrick’s parochial 
school when Father Burns 
was pastor. 


BY 1949 ST. Patrick’s had 
a new school and convent for 
the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet: The school now 
has about 290 children taught 
by four Sisters and four lay 
people.

Child's liturgy 
at St. Kieran‘s 
brings praise

EL CAJON — St. Kieran’s 
parish here has been com- 
mended by the Diocesan 
Music Commission for its 
monthly children’s Mass 
which, it said, enriches 
children’s satisfaction in the 
liturgy. 


The commission, in its 
April bulletin, endorsed 
children’s Sunday Masses 


with some latitude in 
scriptual readings and 
music. 


It pointed to the child’s 
Mass at St. Kieran’s as an 
outstanding demonstration 
of children’s “‘innocence and 
Sincerity at Mass.” 


“LITURGICAL  spon- 
taneity, although not too 
structured, can none-the-less 
be sacred and meaningful,” 
it said. “‘If the occasion calls 
for a procession, then so it 
should be. The same applies 
toward applause...”’ 


The commission suggested 
that when there is no music 
that a child can understand it 
should be written to fit the 
children’s needs. 


Citing understanding and 
preparation as essentials to 
a meaningful children’s 
liturgy, the commission 
said: 


“UNDERSTANDING must 
be a priority of all in- 
volved — understanding of 
the higher noise level when 
children are gathered 
together and understanding 
the need of a child’s 
recognition by the Christian 
community...’

she says. 


But the nun says nothing 
about the role she played.

SISTER Patrice teaches 
third grade and Vlasta is a 
pupil.

The children have 
been living in the foster 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
since their father died three 
years ago. 

Last November, their 
mother, Mrs. Vlasta Gabriel 
Zludkynova, decided to 
return to Czechoslovakia and 


take her children back to 


their native land. 


The Smiths wanted to fight 
Mrs. Zludkynova’s plans but 
could not afford legal costs. 

IT WAS THEN that Sister 
Patrice got busy. She and 
other nuns appealed to 
parents — and they prayed. 
Their efforts mushroomed: 

— Hundreds 


committees to organize fund 
drives. 


—Parents gave children 


joined - 


donations to take to the nuns. 

—Children collected 
aluminum cans as ‘‘mite’’ 
boxes and soda bottles for 
refunds. 

—A mother gave her 
commission from a 
chinaware sale and other 
parents sent more 
customers. 

— Children from _ S&t. 
James school, Perris, raised 
$50 and mailed it to Sister 
Patrice. 

—And there were other 
drives — bake and rummage 
sales, variety shows, etc. 

AS THE STORY spread in 
California and around the 
country, more donations 
came in — from Washington, 
Minnesota, Florida, Canada 
and other places. 

The decision that the 
Gabriel children remain in 
America was made by San 
Bernardino Superior Court 
Judge Don Turner. But the 
children’s fate is not settled 
yet. 

Before the court hearings 
the children were placed 
with their grandparents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Casper Roggendorf 
of Yucaipa.

EDUCATORS from this 
diocese and other dioceses of 
the country grappled this 
week in Philadelphia with 
major questions affecting 
the future of Catholic 
education.

great freedom to initiate programs of their making 


and liking. 


We do have a great spirit among the clergy in the 
diocese and I think part of it is due to the fact that 
they are so busy and are so occupied. If they are not 
happy they generally come and express it — and 
they have a good sounding board through the 
personnel board — or to me directly, where they 
can come and talk it over with the bishop, which is a 


good sign. 


Do you find the priests’ senate a useful source 
of information and advice? 


Yes, and particularly I have found the personnel 
committee of help to me. This is good for the 
Church as well as for the priest concerned. There 
are bound to be differences and bound to be 
challenges here and there, and that is part of life. I 
think you have that as much among the laity as we 


do among the clergy. 


There are more problems, though, in placing 
priests when you have many moves consequen- 


tial on each other? 


That’s one of the great problems, dovetailing 
changes when you are making 40 or 50 changes ata 


time. One of the things I try to stress is that the 
people of God come before the individual. I think 
the majority understand that we must fill parish 
vacancies as soon as possible to give the people the 


leadership of a pastor. 


During these 10 years we have seen several 
aspects of religious activity come into promi- 
nence, ranging from pentecostalism to “Jesus 
freaks.” Do you see any particular good, or evil, 
from such manifestations? : 


The pentecostal movement is part of our age and 
it is needed because of our age. It comes from the 
Holy Spirit and has been very helpful to many in- 
dividuals and led them to a greater fervor and 
greater holiness. This is shown by their reception of 
the sacraments more frequently. I think it brings 
them to a greater love and understanding of the 
Church, where they are guided and directed by 
their pastors and priests. 


There are fringe elements which have been 
getting away from the Church and these must be 
brought back in time because we cannot tolerate 
some of the freethinking that they have. But in 
general our experience here has been very 
favorable and very wholesome and I think it has led 
to many cases of great holiness.

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A time to keep

If it’s silence you want... 


We have come a long way from meditational silence 
which once was the mark of proximity to God in 
prayer. Even some retreats have virtually become 
workshops and seminars instead of silent reflection. 


On Palm Sunday I attended a pentecostal afternoon 
and evening which for sheer decibel effect rivalled 
even a college basketball game. In the five or six 
hours before I left, (early, with a two-hour Mass still 
unfinished) there were no more than a few minutes of 
real silence. 


This is not a complaint. Merely a fact. No doubt the 
participants were prayerfully expressing themselves 
in word and song. But I have a reaction against noise 
— which may be why I have only been to one 
basketball game — and to have every song or hymn 
accompanied by hearty handclapping is not exactly 
my cup of tea. 


Going too far? 


The 500 or so people who spent those many hours of 
communal worship in all its variety are certainly 
different from those other Catholics who find 45 
minutes at Mass almost too large a bite out of their 
time. 


The charismatic group, or pentecostals, heard two 
talks by a visiting layman — the second was 80 minutes 
— at least a 30-minute talk from a priest, a homily of 
about 20 minutes and numerous testimonies and 
witnesses in dialogue for another 30 minutes or more. 
And all through very powerful, echoing amplification. 


Towards the end of Mass came yet another long talk 
by a priest. All the ceremonial or liturgy was punc- 
tuated by very joyful singing and handclapping, 
humming and murmuring in tongues and numerous 
ejaculations of ‘‘Praise the Lord!’’ and ‘Jesus is 
Lord!”’ (Whatever happened to Our Lord?) 


All age levels were represented and it could cer- 
tainly be seen that younger Christians were really 
“with it.”” But could it be that such gatherings can 
become too big, too noisy and just too much “‘crowd”’ 
to be ‘‘community’’? 


Like any highly charged atmosphere, it is probably 
better to stay away than come into it ‘‘cold.”’ 


The Mass, incidentally, was reverent and “‘full of 
the spirit,’ but I think some of the community aspects 
tend to turn the Mass into more of a social occasion 
and less of worship. In fact, is there not a danger of 
beginning to worship the occasion and its extraneous 
aspects instead of God — rather like some in the old 
days who worshipped rubrics for their own sake? 


Law school deans 


The naming of the new dean of the USD law school 
last week brought an interesting addition to the ad- 
ministration in the shape of a member of Temple 
Anshe Sholom, and a man who has shown leadership 
in his Jewish community as well as in legal matters. 
Donald T. Weckstein replaces acting dean Joseph 
Brock, who has been standing in ever since Dean 
Joseph Sinclitico went away a couple of years ago. 


By coincidence I had a visit recently from another 
dean, Father Martin McManus, who headed the law 
school for three years, 1960—63. He now lives in 
Washington, D.C. and has been closely connected with 
President Nixon over many years. 


Recently Father McManus has been working on the 
question of Canon Law and due process, a matter 
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which exercises the minds of the clergy and is 
receiving more and more attention. 


Father McManus, who 
many will remember, is a 
remarkable man 
academically, with a 
whole string of degrees: 
BA, Master of Laws, 
Doctor of Science of 
Jurisprudence, Bachelor 
of Common Law, 
Licentiate in Canon Law, 
Doctorate in Canon Law, 
Licentiate in Sacred 
Theology and a doctorate 
therein. And for four 
years he was a line of- 
ficer in the United States 
Navy. 


His visit here was in his uniformed capacity, serving 
part of his reserve duty. Now he’s back in Washington, 
where one of his tasks is helping with the President’s 
commission on the aging. 


McManus ... by degrees 


World Council churchman 


Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, general secretary of the 
World Council of Churches, pulls few punches when he 
talks about the ills of the world. I met him when he 
visited San Diego for two speeches last week and, 
although he looks like a quiet, musing farmer, he 


-_packs a verbal punch which comes from years of 


practice. 


By background an American Presbyterian, he now 
is an international churchman, with his office in 
Geneva, Switzerland. Sometimes labelled ‘‘com- 
munist’’ by those who don’t care for his philosophy, he 
feels he sees things from a non-national viewpoint. 
Therefore he is quick to point to some of the ills of his 
own nation, the United States. 


One of these is the growth of conglomerates, 
nationally and internationally, which, he feels, bodes 
ill for the developing countries whose products are 
thereby underpriced. Primary producers the world 
over suffer from this same problem — but it par- 
ticularly applies to underdeveloped countries in 
Africa and Asia and, to some extent, in South 
America. 


“Trade benefits those who are already rich,” he told 
me. ‘‘The values of human life tend to be neglected in 
the light of materalistic values.”’ 


Dr. Carl McIntire, the conservative evangelist, took 
his usual opportunity to show his opposition to the 
WCC and Dr. Blake. Those who attended the Blake 
talks found a notice on their car windshields calling 
the WCC a financier of ‘Marxist-Communist 
revolutionaries.”’ 


Dr, McIntire, whose organization bought the old 
seminary at El Cajon, also said in the leaflet: ‘‘Ulster 
has its Bernadette Devlin - California has its Angela 
Davis.”

education, we deserve what 
we will get.

It is sad that after nearly 2,000 years 
of Christianity this should enshrine 
them as tourist fodder, quaint and 
picturesque. Christ came to be a sign of 
contradiction in the world but we do not 
appear to have understood what he 
meant. 


We do not realize how deeply the . 


secular burrows into our lives, into our 
concept of the Christian life. For that 
matter, into our Church. 


IT IS AN INSIDIOUS and pervasive 
intrusion which we rationalize and 
compromise to retain. Instinctively we 
know this is so but — what the heck! 

The Amish way is not the way for 
every Christian or even for most, but 
greater simplicity, more frugality 


surely is. We must be seen to be what 
we are.

You mentioned the aged. What about the other 
end of the spectrum, the youth. Do you find their 
activities encouraging? 


Youth are seeking, they are looking. I think that 
by talking about various other religions they are 
finally getting around to the teachings of the 
Church and we can lead them into what the Church 
has to offer which is what they really are seeking. 


_ Sometimes. you might have to find a circuitous 


route to the truth, but I think we have to be patient. 

These various movements, such as the ‘‘Jesus 
movement,” are giving us some fine benefits but 
there are also some very difficult problem, areas 


‘and I think they have got to see the Church and the 


purpose of the Church as the handmaiden of the 
Lord, like the Blessed Mother. 


Related to youth is the greater use of drugs and 
more permissive sex.

I think they are going astray because they are not 
directed in the right channels in their search for 
religious beliefs.

We’ve got to get them involved in some 
programming. 


formation. It is part of our age to know everything, 
and I think most of the bishops of this country are 
very open and give reports, but it is not always easy 
to get the reports together. 

Accountability is the word everyone stresses 
today and it’s a two-way street. I think ac- 
countability has to come from both sides, not only 
from the man in authority, the bishop, but also the 
priests and the laity, who are accountable for their 
obligation to support the programs. We do have a 
tremendous. obligation, especially in social action 
where we are just touching the surface in our

What about education — the problems of schools, 
of adult education and so on. How do you see 
the immediate future? 


The stress today is on keeping our schools open. 


There is no substitute for a Catholic school. That 
doesn’t mean that we are going to be able to keep 


them all open but we certainly must strive to keep — 


as many as possible open. 


We are making a study in the diocese to set up a 
department of education, which is a new trend in 
the Church and this is trying to bring about a total 
educational program for the whole person. There is 
a great need to stress adult education, there is no 
doubt about that. Here again if we could only make 
greater use of the facilities we have — especially 
the university — it would be beneficial to those who 
are older. 


Would you say it is important for people to study 
things like moral theology in a day when we are 
all being asked for answers to the problems of 
our daily lives? And that we should be familiar 
with the “pluralism” of theology? 


Yes, with all the changes taking place and new - 


ways of presenting the truths, we have to be alive to 
these presentations: But even if you present 
something in a new format that’s no guarantee that 
anyone is going to listen to you.
